Il in six nonths if certain other criteria are net. Wen re-advanci ng back
to a Social Wrker 11, they would go to the step in the Social Wrker |
pay scale that gives themat least a 4.5%raise. This practice is
consistent with current County Personnel policy. D scussion followed
regardi ng past practice and policy.
